QUEER FUNERAL CUSTOMS. 
In Shropshire, Fog-laud. They Ring; the 
Dead Horn* When Funerals Arc Slaving:. 
In Shropshire, England, there is a 
custom of "ringing the dead home" — 
that is, chiming all the bells Instead of 
ringing only one while a funeral is on 
its wny to the church. When the pro- 
fession nears the churchyard gate the 
chiming is stopped and a minute bell 
is tolled. The sexton's fees at Much 
Wenlock, as laid down in 1780, include 
"a chime, if required before the 
funeral, Id." At Ilatherleith, a small 
town in Devonshire, it was the preva- 
lent custom to ring a lively peal on the 
jliurch bells after a funeral, as else- 
where after a wedding. 

That funerals should be used as a 
means for the encouragement of trade 
may seem somewhat strange In this 
hypersensitive age; yet Mr. Howlett, 
in his article on "llurial Customs," In 
the Westminster Review, tells us that 
the custom which still prevails of sew- 
ing up a corpse in flannel originated 
doubtless in the act of parliament 18 
And 19, Charles II., which was passed 
for the encouragement of the woolen 
' trade, and required all bodies to be 
hurled in woolen shrouds. Two amend- 
ing statutes were passed— 1C7S and 1080 
-requiring at the funeral an affidavit 
to be delivered to the priest stating 
L5at the requirements of the lew had 
heen carried out; otherwise penalties 
were incurred. These acta were re- 
pealed by 54 George 111., although long 
before that lime the penalties of noa- 
j compliance with the law had ceased to 
' be enforced. During the operation of 
I the acta for burying In woolen good* 
< the law was sometimes evaded by eov- 
■ring the corpse with hay or flowers, 
notification of which Is soma times met 
' the paiish registers.

Terrible Disaster in a Fireworks 
Factory in Virginia. 



A Fire Followed by Several Deafen- 
ing and Deadly Explosions. 



10, Va., April 9. -Saturday 
afternoon an alarm of Are was tnrnod

Romalne A lira, in Clandford, a suburb 
of Petersburg. 

The flames were quickly communi- 
cated to the other buildings used for 
the manufacture of fireworks, and there 
were frequent explosions. At the time 
the fire occurred high wind prevailed 
and the firemen had to work at a great 
disadvantage. The total loss by the 
fire will be fully $100,000, partly cov- 
ered by insurance in northern com- 
panies. The saddest feature of the 
whole occurrence was the loss of life 
which resulted from the explosions and 
fire. Twelve people were killed in the 
explosions and many injured. 

The deadly explosion at Komaine & 
Bros., and the great sacrifice of life has 
been the sole theme of conversation 
here Sunday. Special reference was 
made to the catastrophe in all of the 
churches. 

The funerals of Messrs. C. N. Ro- 
inaine, John 11. lllund, Jmmm Rowland 
and Robert Rowland, two brothers: 
James Perkins and Edward Taylor, nil 
victims of the explosion, took place 
Sunday, nnd were largely attended. 

The funerals of Messrs. Komaine and 
Brand, members of the city council, 
were attended by the city council in a 
body. The funeral of Capt. Tosh will 
take place Tuesday morning. He 
leaves a widow with twelve children. 
John Harris, another victim, died Sun- 
day afternoon. 

Sunday morning another dead body 
was found near the river bank, but 
could not be identified. The poor fel- 
low had been hurled through the air 
and carried a distance of several 
hundred yards. A jaw bone with the 
teeth was found Sunday half a mile 
from the scene of the explosion. Three 
heaits and any quantity of bones of 
human beings were found buried in the 
debria These were placed in a box 
and burled. The head of .lames l'er- 
s was found Sunday morning some 
of the ex- 



llad the explosion occurred an hour 
later a hundred or more persons would 
have been killed. 

The condition of Chief Engineer Par- 
ley Is very critical 

Pursuant to the cull of the mayor, a 
mass meeting of citizens was held in 
the corporation court room Sunday to 
take such measures of relief as the oc- 
casion requires. Over 11,500 was con- 
tributed. The city council will be asked 
to contribute, and it is expected to 
make the fund I5.000.

Taken From the Ruins.

Tenn., April 9— Four cheap 
coffins laid in a row in the morgue, and 



ut the city hospital, represent the dead 
and injured taken from the debris of a 
tenement building on the northeast 
corner of DcSoto and Realc streets, at 
7:15 o'clock Sunday morning. 

There Is no doubt that there are 
more bodies beneath the Immenea pile 
of brick, lime, sand and splintered tim- 
bers that now covers tho place w hen' 
the building stood, but it is safe to say 
that no haste that may be made for re- 
covery of the bodies will avail to save 
life, for all that were not rescued by 
noon Sunday are beyond the reach of 
human aid. 

The collapse took place ut 7:15o'clock 
Sunday morning.
